The Senate m et purgaaw.*to adjournm ent at 10 
A .

President Mansfield lu th f chair.

Quorum present.

° “ yesterday 
read and corrected. 
. 
The Secretary read a letter directed to LietUv^aDt 
Governor Mansfield by C. A. Wet m ore pf the Viticult- 
ural Commission, expressing his desire to bare a num ­ 
ber of photographic representations executed by E. 
Bosqui of different varieties of California grapes, 
placed on the desks of members, and framed by the 
Senators for the ornam entation of their homes. 
Mr. J ohnson moved to reconsider the vote w here­ 
by S. B. 224, appropriating money fur Hastings Law 
College, was passed yesterday. 
Mr. Neumann moved to lay the motion on the 
table. 
Carried. 
Mr. Satterwhitk moved to reconsider the vote 
whereby A. B. 152—Mr. Ilartson’s election bill—was 
passed. 
The above motion was also laid on the table. 
Mr. Davis, Chairman of the Committee on Educa­ 
tion, reported back the school bill, with am end­ 
ments. 
Mr. J ohnson moved to suspend the rules, and take 
up from the file A. B. 72, to provide a rem edy in 
cases where damages have been sustained by the 
illegal proceedings of municipal officers, and for the 
paym ent of the same (by Mr. Gilmore). 
The roll was called, and the motion lost by a vote 
of 11 ayes to 26 noes. 
Mr. J ohnston, Chairman of the Committee sn 
Swamp and Overflowed Lands, recommeudeel the 
passage of A. B. 483, relating to assessments on 
swamp lands. 
He moved th at the bill be read a 
second time and ordered engrossed. 
The Chair decided that consideration of the 
school bill took priority of all other motions. 
The roll was called and the bill passed by a vote 
of 34 to 1. 
Mr. Johnston's motion was put and carried, and 
A. B. 483 was ordered to a third reading. 
On motion of Mr. J ohnson, the above bill was 
made the special order for to-morrow morning, im­ 
mediately after the readiug of the journal. 
The Finance Committee recommended the passage 
of A. B 475. with amendments. 
Mr. Wendell moved to consider the above bill 
immediately. Carried. 
The am endm ent recommended by the com m ittee 
was then read by the Secretary. 
In effect it pro­ 
vided th at any corporation m ight petition the State 
Board of Equalization for a reduction of its assess­ 
m ent and produce proofs th at such assessment was 
too high. 
If the assessment was deemed too high 
the corporation could, w ithin ten days aftei the 
payment of the tax, bring suit in the Superior 
Court of Sacramento county for the paym ent of 
such portion of the tax paid as was found to be ex­ 
cessive. 
The Supreme Court was given appellate 
jurisdiction as in all other cases. 
Mr. C hase briefly opposed the am endm ent, on the 
ground th at it substantially killed the bill. 
Mr. H ill also was opposed to its adoption. 
It 
provided in a sort of conditional way, “ may let 
these people,” .when it ought to be “ shall.” He 
favored the passage of the bill ju st as it came from 
the Assembly. 
Its object was to correct certain 
errors upon which railroad companies had taken ex­ 
ceptions, and upon which suits were now instituted 
in fifty-one or fifty-two counties of the State 
He 
trusted th at the am endm ent would be voted down, 
and tliat the bill, if passed at all, would be passed 
ju st as it came from the Assembly. 
Mr. Wendell hoped the am endm ent would not he 
adopted. This bill came in from the Assembly hav­ 
ing one simple purpose, which was to correct an 
error made m the revenue law at the last session. 
It was plain and simple and should have been passed. 
If the am endm ent was adopted it would kill the bill, 
and would make it one of the most vicious bills that 
ever came before this body. 
It co itravened the 
Constitution. 
The State Board of Equalization, by 
the Constitution, was vested with the power to make 
assessments, bu t this am endm ent proposed that 
the Superior Court of Sacramento county should 
make an assessment upon the railroad company, it 
provided, in the first place, th at testim ony should 
be taken before the State Board of Equalization, 
and that they should determ ine upon that, in exer­ 
cising their judgm ent as assessors. 
Assessors had 
always been required to exercise their own judg­ 
m ent from all the knowledge they could gather 
relative to the value of the property. 
If the assess 
rnent Axed by the State Board of Equalization 
proved unsatisfactory to the railroad company, the 
suit should be tried in the Superior Court of Sacra­ 
mento county, at the very headquarters of the 
greatest ra ite u l corjiorations in the State, and that 
Court shoultM letennine the value of the property, 
and what it should be assessed for. 
W hat became 
of the State Board of Equalization which the Consti­ 
tution said should assess railroad property? The 
ultim ate assessment in all cases was made in the 
Superior C ouit of Sacramento county, upon the evi­ 
dence th at m ight happen to be introduced in the 
case, and the evidence brought by the officer repre­ 
senting the State could in n > case be as fnll or com­ 
plete as that adduced by the railroad company. 
The speaker knew when the railroad company 
used to come before the Board of his county for a 
reduction of its assessments and its witnesses w’ere 
asked what was the value of the road, they wTould 
answ er: “ Well, I don’t know ; I haven’t heard of 
any railroads being sold lately. 
I don't know of 
any railrouds in the m arket. 
The cost of the road 
is not its value. 
We have a tunnel on our road, but 
th at tunnel don’t add anything to the value of the 
road. 
The railroad would be ju st as valuable if the 
tunnel was not there. We have so much iron there 
and so many ties and spikes there and they cost so 
mu.-h, say 85,000 per mile, and that is all the rail­ 
road is worth.” Most of the witnesses would neces­ 
sarily be men actually in the employ of the road, 
and the State would find it difficult to introduce evi­ 
dence showing w hat these institutions were really 
worth. 
The speaker concluded by claiming th at the 
amendment was entirely foreign to the object and 
purpose of the bill. 
Mr. Sears—I supported this bill in all of its 
phases as it came from the Assembly, and still I 
am in favor of it. 
I have listened very carefully to 
the reading of the am endm ent, and 1 cannot see 
the objections which Senator Wendell urges, if I 
understand the reading of the am endm ent. 
1 
would prefer to have the am endm ent printed, so 
th at we m ight examine it more thoroughly. 
The 
am endm ent provides an appeal from the State 
Board of Equalization where the Board can place 
an arbitrary assessment upon the railroad property. 
Now what objection is there to th at? 
It provides 
th at they shall furnish their proof to the State 
Board of Equalization if assessed t jo high, and then 
a suit may be brought in the Superior Court, and 
there is an appeal from th at Superior Court to the 
Supreme Court of the State. 
1 think there ought 
to be an appeal from the Board of Equalization. 
I 
don't think the Board of Equalization ought to 
to possess 
arbitrary 
power 
to 
assess 
that 
property 
at 
any sum 
they 
have a 
mind 
to. 
The 
Constitution 
requires 
them 
to 
assess it at its actual value. 
Now suppose they 
assess it at twice its actual value. 
O ughtn’t there 
to be some remedy ? I think there ought. 
This 
bill provides that an appeal may be had from the 
assessment fixed by the Board of Equalization, and 
th at after the case is finally adjudicated the Su­ 
preme Court 9hall determ ine that the assessment 
had been arbitrary and th at it was above the actual 
value. 
Then the company gets a rebate. 
T hat is 
all there is to it. 
I cannot see how it involves the 
constitutionality of the whole bill. 
It seems to ine 
the am endm ent is a ju st and proper one. 
If I 
thought it involved the constitutionality of th e bill 
at all I wouldn’t support it; but I cannot for the 
life of me see how it does, and 1 cannot see how it 
works an injury. 
But I think th at it has in its 
operations a tendency to do justice to all parties, 
which we all desire to see done. 
It provides that 
the vari -us machinery of our Courts shall apply to 
these cases, th at it may be finally determined 
whether the State Board of Equalization has as­ 
sessed their property at its actual value. 
Mr. W est—Do you th in k it eq u itab le an d rig h t 
and proper th a t th e people of Los A ngeles and ban 
Diego counties should com e u p h ere to S acram ento 
to try th e ir cases here ? 
Mr. S ea r s—So far as that is concerned I am not 
particular in what county these cases are tried. 
1 
suppose the object of placing the jurisdiction here 
in Sacramento county was because the Board of 
Equalization is located and tixed here by law. 
You 
can have your suit brought in any other co u tty you 
wish, but th at will only cause expense and confu­ 
sion. 
It simplifies the thing to have it tried here 
where the Board of Equalization is lawfully placed, 
and where the Attorney-General resides. 
Now, as I 
said before, when the Assessor assesses their prop­ 
erty—the County Assessor—at more than the actual 
value, they have an appeal Vi the County Board of 
Equalization. The State Board lias an arbitrary 
power. They can assess property at any value. 
I 
say that no body of men should have th at power, 
and I believe it is right and proper that the a: jieal 
should be taken, and the m atter adjudicated accord­ 
ing to the equities of the case between all parties. 
Mr. J ohnson—I simply rise to explain, in answer 
to the gentleman from Los Angeles, th at this pro­ 
vides that suits slia 1 be brought in any county, as I 
understand the reading of it, but then the Board of 
Equalization may demand its trial in Sacramento 
county. It leaves it with the Board of Equalization, 
and n* t with the person disputing the tax. 
Mr. Davis—It seems to me manifest th at the Sen­ 
ators who are opposed to this am endm ent do not 
understand it. 
Now, I am in the condition of Sen­ 
ator Sears, so far a.% the support of this bill from the 
Assembly is concerned. 
I supported it yesterday. 
If no amendments are passed, I should support the 
bill as it now stand». 
But this am endm ent is so 
manifestly just, and it seems to me so necessary, 
th at this Senate ought not to hesitate to adopt the 
amendment. 
Now what does 
the am endm ent 
provide for? The theoiy of the Senators who 
have spoken against it 
is 
th at 
the 
State 
Board of Equalization should be granted a power 
which it is dangerous to invest anv where—a right 
we do not invest except m the highest Court in the 
land—with th e exception of the Railroad Commis­ 
sioners. 
Now, we say it is not right or safe or 
proper that a Board of Equalization which has 
placed in its hands r he rights of property, th a t its 
decision should be final and there should be no ap­ 
peal to any source whatever. 
We say th at the 
Courts ought to decide the grievances of the people 
of this State in respect to their [»er8on and their 
property 
This provision relative to tl»e county of 
Sacramento is put in here for the a^om m odaf ion of 
the State Board of Equalization, knowing th at if has 
its office here, and all of its books and papers are 
kept here, and it is only on the demand of the State 
Board of Equalization th at the aation is brought to 
Sacramento county. 
An appeal may be taken from 
the Court below to the S úbem e Court, and there 
the m atter finally adjudicated. If the eoznpuny wins 
the case there is simply a rebate made on the 
am ount of its tax. 
I subm it to th is Senate that 
there is nothing unfair, unwise or u njust in this 
proposition. 
I say th at it is manifestly ju st, and 
th at the am enda en t ought to be passed/

Excellency, the G overnor: 
“ Assembly Concurrent Resolution 25 passed by 
your honorable body, officially brings to my notice 
your intention to adjourn on the 4th instant. 1 deem 
it my duty to call your attention t > the fact that no 
Act for the appropriation of money to pay the 
necessary expenses of the State Government for the 
ensuing two fiscal years has been parsed. 
The Con­ 
stitution states “ no money shall be drawn from the 
treasury but in 
consequence of appropriations 
made by law.” The passage »»f this Act is of vital 
importance to the welfare and best interests « f this 
¡¿tate. It has no political significance. It is an absolute 
and im perative necessity, a neglect of which niHst 
result disastrously. 
Either one of the two resulta 
m ust follow its failure, viz.: To open, at the expira­ 
tion of the present year, our prisons and asylum s, 
close our Courts, and generally step the m achinery 
of Government, or you comp 1 the Executive to con­ 
vene your body in extra session, at a great expenso 
to the taxpayers, and in all probability at an incon­ 
venient tim e to yourselve». 
The m erits and necessi­ 
ties of this measure are contained within itself, am! 
cannot, under any circumstances, conflict with any 
other public or private measure, w hether political 
or otherwise. 
The am ount in the general fund on 
February 28th was $618,479 32. 
Bills appropriating 
money payable out of such fund, passed at this ses­ 
sion and approved, am ount to §107,018. 
This 
amoun , with others appropriated by Acts now on 
their final passage in your body, will aggregate 
8400,000, thus Icav ing a balance of only $200,000 to 
carry on the Government to the end of the fiscal year, 
an am ount inadequate for the purpose 
In connec­ 
tion with the passage of an appropriation bill, 
the consideration of a tax levy Act is not the least 
im portant, as without it the btate Board of Equali­ 
zation w«Aild bs powerless to fix the rate of taxation 
for State purposes. 
Fortunately th e Constitution 
perm its the dispensing of the several readings in 
cases uf urgency, and it will certainly not be denied 
th at the passage of the measures alluded to are em ­ 
phatically urgent. 
There is no law or prohibition 
against tire continuous extension of the Legislature, 
and but a few days devoted exclusively to the pas­ 
sage of Acts of great public im port would m aterially 
aid the interests of the State. 
I bear full testim ony 
to your fidelity in the discharge of >our duties. 
They have been onerous and burdensome ; the grave 
responsibilities resting upon you have been duly 
considered as legislators, and hasty action has not. 
characterized your labors. 
Hence I feel, in com 
m unicating with you on the necessityof not adjourn­ 
ing until you have passed an appropriation bill and 
its adjunct, a tax levy Act, th at I am acting in ac­ 
cord with your own patriotic motives and uuselfish 
desires to promote the bost interests of the State.’’

THE 
INAUGURATION 
OF 
PRESIDENT 
GARFIELD. 


T he inauguration of P resident Garfield 
will tak e place to day at W ashington w ith 
unusual pom p and display. 
The country 
ha3 yet to discover upon w hat plane the new 
A dm inistration w ill be established, and 
owing to th e firmness w ith w hich G eneral 
Garfield has abstained from any declara­ 
tion of his intentions, th e m ost persistent 
efforts of the press have failed to uncover 
his purposes. 
The greatest curiosity and 
anxiety has been felt as to his in te n ­ 
tions, and especially as to th e character of 
hiB political affiliations. L pon th e solution 
of th is problem the-tone and tendencies of 
the new A dm inistration are supposed to 
depend largely. 
N aturally th e m ain desire 
has been to ascertain w hether th e new 
President would cast his lot w ith th a t w ing 
of the R epublican party w hich holds to th e 
doctrine th a t th e m aintenance of m achine 
organization is th e first requirem ent of suc­ 
cessful governm ent, or w hether he w ould 
take his stand w ith the less thoroughly 
disciplined b u t constantly increasing body 
which believes th a t a sw eeping reform in 
governm ental m ethods is necessary to th e 
well-being of the comm onwealth. 
U p to th e present m oment G eneral G ar­ 
field has given no indication of his predi­ 
lections, however, nor is it possible to 
gather from an observation of his past 
career w hat his future course w ill be. 
As 
a m em ber of Congress he has been a 
stanch p arty m an on general issues, b u t 
occasionally he has separated him self from 
the m ore unreasoning herd of politicians, 
aod has taken independent positions upon 
im portant questions. 
I t is know n th a t 
he has been in the h abit of exam ining all 
m easures for himself, and th a t he has sel­ 
dom been content to accept propositions 
on th e stren g th of th eir party aspects 
alone. 
I t is also know n th a t he has been 
a w arm friend of P resident Hayes, and 
there appears some ground for believing 
th a t th e latter, in his recent efforts to 
break down machine arrangem ents, in New 
York and elsew here, has been encouraged 
if not solicited by his snccessor. 
On the other hand there have, not been 
w anting plain sym ptom s of a disposition 
on G eneral G arfield’s p art to stand well 
w ith th e “ gta’w arts.” 
I t is possible th a t 
th e lively im agination of correspondents 
may have created some of these indica­ 
tions, bu t regarding w hat is know n of his 
conduct since th e election we th in k th e 
legitim ate inference is th a t he has no de­ 
sire to begin his adm inistration w ith an 
internecine 
quarrel. 
The 
probabilities 
rath er favor th e conclusion th a t he is en­ 
deavoring to bring about so m uch of a 
reconciliation between the contending fac­ 
tions as will secure peace during his term , 
or a t least u n til he has seated himself 
lirmly. 
I t is, however, to be noted th a t 
while there have been plenty of evidences 
of a wish to secure harm ony betw een th e 
Blaine and Conkling cliques, so far nothing 
has been done to justify th e idea th a t he 
has extended any overtures to th e anti- 
m acbine elem ent. 
^ 
A n adm inistration w hich opens under 
such peculiar conditions will inevitably 
be subject to sharp observation u n til its 
real purposes are fully defined. 
The m ain 
question to be determ ined is w hether 
G eneral G arfield approves the kind 
of 
politics w hich obtained during th e sec­ 
ond adm inistration of General G rant, or 
the kind which M r. 
H ayes has m ade 
fitful and constantly interrupted efforts 
to introduce. 
There can be no donbt th a t 
if th e new President listens to the vete­ 
ran politicians by whom he is surrounded 
he will he told th a t the “ stalw art” pro­ 
gramme is th e only one w hich he is ju sti­ 
fied in adopting. 
I t is equally certain th a t 
if he analyzes the result of th a t policy as 
tested 
by actual and prolonged experi­ 
m ent, he will reach th e conclusion th a t it 
is not in accord w ith the interests either of 
the country or of th e Republican party. 
N o doubt the position in which he stands 
is an exceedingly difficult one, and the 
tem ptations to follow the advice of the 
“ stalw arts” are m any and powerful. 
A n am bitious m an, a m an who loves 
the exercise of power, a man who desires 
to be recognized as the undisputed head of 
his party, has m uch to gain by adopting 
this course. 
The fate of President K ayes 
has shown th a t whoever undertakes to re ­ 
sist the great power of Congress, no m at­ 
ter w ith w hat patriotic justification, m ust 
m ake his account w ith being ostracized and 
threatened and snubbed and insuited and 
contem ned, 
w ith 
persistent 
acrimony. 
The position of a m artyr is one which few 
aspiring politicians covet, and there is 
nothing in G eneral G arlield’B past career to 
w arrant th e belief th a t he is emulous of 
treading in the steps of his predecessor. 
B ut if he looks beyond th e little circle of 
political contention, and 
examines the 
effects of the tw o policies which arc open 
to him, upon the m inds of the A m erican 
people, we do not th in k he can fail to re­ 
cognize th e fact th a t the one is demoralizing 
and deadening, while th e other is invigor­ 
ating and elevating. 
W h at he will do, 
however, th e future m ust reveal. 
Thus 
far he has k ept his own counsel, and we 
tru st th a t his final decision will be such as 
to justify the high opinion of his sagacity 
and patriotism entertained by tho3e who 
have w atched his public course up to th e 
present m oment. 
H is opportunities are 
great. 
Let us hope th at he will m ake a 
great use of them .

P resident H ayes has done right in veto­ 
ing th e refunding bill, and if it be true, as 
reported, th at he was principally moved to 
th is course by bis knowledge th a t G eneral 
Garfield strongly disapproved th e measure, 
th e fact is all th e more gratifying.

passage of th e bill was a piece of worse 
th an demagogism, and it is not the first 
tim e th a t Congress has thus enacted bad 
bills under the conviction th a t the E xecu­ 
tive would refuse to sign them . 
The fiftji 
section of th e bill was an outrageous one, 
and President H ayes has very adroitly 
based his veto upon this clause, pointing

confidence in th e plan proposed, and a 
covert b u t none th e less deadly assault 
upon th e N ational Banks. 
The attacks 
upon these institutions have alw ays been 
m ade by those who favored som ething irreg­ 
ular or dishonest or im practical in national 
financial policy. The tiat-m oney people, the 
G reenbackers, the financial “ comeouter3 " 
generally, have been in th e van of these a t­ 
tacks, and it is -.veil know n th a t the u lti­ 
m ate aim of these people is to restore th a t 
chaotic mode of banking w hich obtained 
prior to the rebellion, and which W3s be­ 
yond a doubt th e very w orst and m ost 
vicious m ethod th e w orld has ever seen. 
P resident H ayes points out th a t the funding 
bill aims a blow a t the N ational Banks in ­ 
tended to cripple them , and he argues th at 
inasm uch as they have given the country 
the best banking system it ever enjoyed, 
and as their abolition would only force it 
back upon the villainous old S tate b an k ­ 
ing system, 
th e 
m easure 
is obviously 
against public policy. 
N or can it be 
doubted th a t th e course of the President 
is fully approved of by the R epublican 
p arty as represented both in and out of 
Congress. 
T he refunding bill is a Demo­ 
cratic 
m easure, 
and 
the 
Dem ocrats 
are 
welcome 
to 
all 
th e 
capital they 
can 
m ake 
out 
of 
it. 
The 
R epub­ 
licans 
fought 
it 
resolutely 
to 
the 
last, and it was passed despite all their 
efforts. 
Even w ithout th e bad fifth sec­ 
tion th e main proposition of th e bill wa3 
of extrem ely doubtful policy. 
There were 
no d ata to w arrant the conclusion th a t a 
three per cent, bond could be floated, while 
it was next to certain th at a three per cent, 
short-term bond would fail. 
The Demo­ 
crats therefore proposed to m ake a doubt­ 
ful experim ent in a m atter th e failure of 
w hich m ight have plunged th e country 
in to a financial convulsion ; 
and they 
th o u g h t th ey were doing wisely for their 
p a rty in advocating and forcing through 
such a m easure. 
President H ayes has 
earned the than k s of the nation for his 
resolute exercise of the veto power in this 
case, and his last im portant official act is 
certainly one of the m ost useful and public- 
sp irited he has performed.

Washington, March 3d.—The deficiency appropria­ 
tion bill was reported back from the committee with 
an amendment. 
The Senate insisted upon its amendments to the 
sundry civil bill, and a new conference was ordered. 
The Senate took up the general deficiency bill, 
and the Senate Committee amendments were agreed 
to as the bill was read. 
An amendment offered by Cockrell was adopted, 
appropriate g 550.000 to continue the investigation 
of the claims provided for by the Act of July 4, 
1804, relating to Quartermasters’ a id Commissary 
stores furnished the United States in noil-insurrec­ 
tionary States. 
Hoar’s amendment for a three per-cent, loan, with 
the modification proposed by Morrill, embodying 
the substantial features of the refunding bill with­ 
out the compulsory fifth pection, was taken up. 
Wallace and other members of the Committee on 
Appropriations raised the customary points of order 
against the amendment. 
At the evening session a number of private pen 
sion bills were passed. 
Wallace, Davis of West Virginia and Booth were 
appointed conferees on the deficiency bill. 
The Japanese fund bill was taken tip. 
Kirkwood’s amen inent to reduce the total to 
5585,000 was rejected, and the bill passed—ayes 40, 
noes 6. 
Coke, Harris, Jones of Florida, Maxey, Vest and 
Withers voted no. [The bill directs the payment to 
the Government of Japan of $1,463,2*24, ami out of 
this fund 5248,000 as prize money to the officers and 
crews of the United States snip Wyoming and thé 
steamer Takiang, or their legatee representatives.] 
Beck submitted the conference report upou the 
sundry civil bill. 
The thanks of the Senate were voted unanimously 
to Vice-President Wheeler, and several hours were 
consumed in a discussion of the House bill to incor­ 
porate the Ch rokee and Arkansas River Railroad 
Company. 


H ouse. 


Washington, March 3J.—After reading the jour­ 
nal the veto message was recalved from the Presi­ 
dent, and was read by the Clerk. 
Tucker moved that the message be printed and 
laid on the table for future consideration. 
Robeson moved that they proceed to the consid­ 
eration of the message immediately. 
The ayes and noes were ordered on Tucker’s mo­ 
tion, which was agreed to—ayes 135, noes 116—so 
the message remains on the Speaker’s table. 
Cox moved to susjH'nd the rules and pass the 
apportionment bill on the basis of 307 
This meeting with opposition on the Republican 
side, Cox so amended the motion as to bring up for 
consideration the apportion a cut bill, and have a 
vote taken on the numbers 32*2, 819, 315 and 307, 
and when the majority shall agri e on any numbers 
to have the bill with the second and third sections 
of the original bid, put on its passage without de­ 
bate or dilatory motions. 
Conger raised a i>oint of order against the prop­ 
osition. 
Cox modified it by striking out the words “ or 
dilatory motions.” 
Conger, r. serving the right for himself and friends 
to refuse to vote if desirable, made no further ob­ 
jection to the proposition, and the rules being sus­ 
pended in accordance therewith, the House pro­ 
ceeded to vote upon 3*22. 
It was rejected-ayes 119, noes 132, and a vote 
was t Jeon on 319. 
This number was agreed to ayes 136, noes 123— 
and the result was received with some applause on 
the Republican side. 
Killingcr was the only Republican who voted in 
the negative, while the following Democrats voted 
affirmatively: 
Beltzioovcr, Becknell, 
Coffroth, 
Felton, Hill, Hutchins, Richardson of South Caro­ 
lina, Ryan of Pennsylvania, Tillnffin, Wise and 
Wright. 
Cox th?n stated that he intended to abide by the 
will of the majority, and thouirh he voted against 
the bill he would pertorm l.is duty and present it 
in proper shape. 
The bill then passed—ayes 145, noes 113. 
A motion to suspend the rules and proceed to the 
consideration of the Senate pension bill on the 
Speaker's table and private calendar met with a 
good deal of opposition upon the Democratic side, 
many members showing a strong derire to go on 
with the business on the private calendario the reg­ 
ular order. 
There was great confusion, and very shan» words 
passed between the Speaker and Singleton of Illi­ 
nois. 
The motion was finally carried on a yea and nay 
vote, but on the first pension bill twenty or twenty- 
five Democrats refused to vote, and left the House 
without a quorum. 
. 
Hooker raised a point of order, which was over 
ruled by the Speaker, and an appeal taken, which, 
after s-*me delay and great confusion, was laid on 
the table. 
’ 
Hooker then made one or two filibustering mo­ 
tions, but had n jt had a sufficient following to call 
for the ayes and noes, and the first bill, granting a 
pension to II. II. Helper, passed. 
The same tactics were t ursued on toe second 
pension bill, and it was 10:30 before it passed. 
Singleton of Illinois, at a ft*w minutes past 12, 
raided a point of order tbat the 4th of March har­ 
ing arrived tbe 46th Congress had expired by limi 
tation. There was not a gentleman on this floor 
who could say the 4th of March had not arrived. 
He proceeded to argue rather excitedly in support 
of his poiir, and his remarks were received with 
great laughter and confusion. 
The S{>eaker said this question had been raised in 
1851, and it had been decided that Congress had 
expired at noon on the 4th of March. 
Singleton moved that the House adjourn sine die, • 
and tlii-* was vo’ed down, his vote being the only 
one in the affirmative.

W ashington, M arch 3d.—Following is the 
message of the President vetoing the funding 
b ill: 
To the House of Representatives : H aving 
considered the bill entitled “An A ct to facili­ 
tate the refunding of the national debt,” I 
am constrained to return it to the House of 
Representatives, in which it originated, with 
the following statem ent of my 


objections to its passage : 
The imperative necessity for prom pt action, 
and the pressure of public duties in this 
closing 
week 
of 
my 
term 
of 
office, 
compels me to refrain from making a full 
and satisfactory presentation of my objec­ 
tions to the bill. 
The importance of the 
passage at the present session of Congress of 
a suitable measure for refunding the national 
debt, which is about to m ature, is generally 
recognized. 
I t has been urged upon the at­ 
tention of Congress by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and jn my last annual message. 
If 
successfully accomplished it will secure a 
large decrease in the annual interest pay­ 
m ent of the nation, and I earnestly recom­ 
mend, if the bill before you shall fail, that 
another measure for this purpose be adopted 
before the present CoDgress adjourns. W hile 
in my opinion it would be wise to authorize 
the Secretary of the Treasury, in hiB discre­ 
tion, to offer to the p ublic bonds bearing 31 
per cent, interest in aid of refunding, I should 
not deem it my duty to interpose m y consti­ 
tutional objection to the passage of the pres­ 
ent bill if it did not contain in its fifth section 
provisions which in my judgm ent seriously 
impair its value and tend to the destruction 
of the present 
NATIONAL BANKING SYSTEM OF THE COUNTRY. 
This system has been in operation almost 
tw enty years. 
No safer nor more beneficial 
banking system was ever established. 
Its 
advantages as a business are free to all who 
have the necessary capital. 
I t furnished cur­ 
rency to the public which, for convenience 
and security of the bill holder, has probably 
never lieen equaled by th at of any other 
banking system. 
Its noteB are secured by a 
deposit w ith the Government of interest- 
bearing bond3 of the U nited States. 
The 
section of the bill before me which relates to 
the national banking system, and to which 
objection is made, is not an essential part of 
a refunding measure. 
I t is as follows : 
The above authorized three per cent, bonds, 
after M ay 1, 1881, shall he the only bonds re­ 
ceivable as security for N ational Bank circu­ 
lation or for public money deposited. 
W hen 
so deposited, if named for purchase or re 
demption by the Secretary, the bank deposit­ 
ing may substitute other ¡--sues of United 
States bonds in their stead, but no bond or. 
which interest has ceased shall be accepted, 
or continue on deposit as security ; and in 
case bonds so deposited are not withdrawn in 
thirty days after interest has ceased, the bank 
depositing Rhall bej-ubject to the liabilities of 
Section 5,235, Revised Statutes of U nited 
States. 
The fourth section. A ct of June 20, 
1874, “ Providing for redistribution cf N a­ 
tional Bank curreucv,” is repealed, and Sec­ 
tions 5,15!* and 5,100, l ’evi-ed Statutes, are 
re-enacted. 
And provided further, nothing 
in this A ct shall be so construed as to repeal 
nr modify or in any m anner affect S ectn rs 
5,220, 5,221, 5,222, 5,223 and 5 224 of the R e­ 
vised Statutes of the U nited States. 
U nder this section it is obvious th at no ad­ 
ditional banks will hereafter be organized, 
except possibly in a few cities or localities 
where the prevailing rates of interest in 
ordinary business are high. 
No new banks 
can be organized and no increase of capital of 
the existing banks can be obtained, except 
by the purcha-’e and deposit of three, per 
cent, bonds. 
No other bonds of the U nited 
States can be used for the purpose. 
The one 
thousand millions of other bonds recently is­ 
sued by the Lrnited States, and bearing a 
higher rate of interest thau three per cent., 
and therefore a better security for the bill- 
holder, cannot, after the 1st of Ju ly next, be 
received as security for the banka’ circula­ 
tion. 
This is 
A RADICAL CHANGE 
In the banking law. 
I t take3 from the 
banks the right they have heretofore had un­ 
der the law to purchase and deposit as securi­ 
ty for their circulation any of the bonds 
issued by the U nited States, and deprives 
the bitl-holders of the best security which the 
banks are able to give, by requiring them to 
deposit bonds having the least value of any 
bonds issued by the Government. 
The aver­ 
age rate of the taxation of capital employed 
in banking is more than double the rate of 
taxation 
upon 
the 
capital 
employed 
in 
other 
legitim ate business. 
U nder 
these 
circumstances, 
to 
amend 
the 
banking 
law 
so 
as 
to 
deprive 
the 
banks of the 
advantage 
of 
security for 
their notes by the most valuable bonds issued 
by the'G overnm ent will, it is believed, in a 
large part of the country be a practical pro­ 
hibition of the organization of new banks, 
and prevent the existing banks from enlarging 
their capital. 
The national banking system, 
if continued at all, will bs a monopoly in the 
hands of those already engaged in it, who 
may purchase Governm ent bonds bearing a 
more favorable rato of interest than three- 
per-cent, bonds prior to next July. 
To pre­ 
vent the further organization of banks is to 
p ut in jeopardy the whole Bystem, by taking 
from it that feature that' makes, as it is now, 
a banking system free upon the same terms 
to all who wish to engage in it. 
Even the 
existing banka will be in danger of being 
driven from business by the additional disad­ 
vantages to which they will be subjected by 
this bill. 
In short, I cannot but regard the 
fifth section of the bill as a step in the direc­ 
tion of the destruction of the national bank­ 
ing system. 
Our country, after a long period 
of business stagnation, has just entered upon 
A CAREER o r UNEXAMPLED PROSPERITY. 
The w ithdraw al of currency from circula- 
lation by the national banks and the enforced 
winding up cf the banks in consequence, 
would inevitably bring serious embarrassment 
and disaster to business. The country banks 
of issue aie essential instrum ents of modern 
commerce. 
If the present efficient and ad­ 
mirable system of banking is broken down, it 
will inevitably be followed by a recurrence 
to other and inferior methods of banking. 
A ny measure looking to such a result will be 
a disturbing element iu our financial system. 
I t will destroy confidence and surely check 
the growing prosperity of the country. 
Be­ 
lieving th at the measure for refunding the 
national debt is not necessarily connected 
with the national banking law, and that any 
refunding A ct will defeat its own object if it 
imperiled the national banking system, or 
seriously impaired its usefulness, convinces 
me th at Section 5 of the bill, should it be­ 
come a law, would work a great flkrrn, and I 
herewith return the bill to the House of R ep­ 
resentatives for th at further consideration 
which is provided for in the Constitution.

HOW THE VETO WAS RECEIVED. 
N ew Y o rk , M arch 3d —The Tim es says: 
The action of President Hayes in vetoing the 
refunding bill was variously received on the 
street, according to the prejudices of the per­ 
sons interested. 
H . C. Fahnestock, of the 
F irst National Bank, which has been re­ 
garded as the champion of the opponents of 
the funding bill, said yesterday afternoon 
that the bill would have been favored by t' e 
banking men, notw ithstanding the doubt of 
many as to its ultim ate success, had it not 
been for the fifth section. 
W ith this clause it 
could not but have been a failure. I t was bad 
policy to antagonize the banks, without whose 
co-operation the placing of the three per 
cent, bond would be a failure in any event. 
If such a funding bill, with such provisions 
as were contained in the objectionable fifth 
clause, had been passed a year ago, 
to 
take effect to-day, it would be a different 
m atter, 
but the 
notice 
given 
was 
to 
short, 
and 
the banks 
were compelled 
in their own defense to fight its passage. 
Should an A ct be passed to-day to fund the 
debt on the basis of a 31 per cent, bond, there 
would not be the slightest doubt of its suc­ 
cess. 
As to whether on the passage of the 
funding bill by the next Congress the placing 
of a 3 per cent, bond would succeed, Fahne­ 
stock would not venture any opinion, be­ 
cause no one could tel! w hat the condition of 
the country would be a year hence. 
He con­ 
sidered that the result of the President’s ac­ 
tion would be favorable, and th at the gen­ 
eral finances would be placed iu a better 
condition than before, because all doubts on 
the subject are now settled, and capitalists 
have been reassured th at they w illnot be sub­ 
jected to fluctuations. 
Fahnestock expressed 
the opinion th at a m ajority of the backs 
which have deposited money to retire circula­ 
tion will now withdraw it.

I am in favor of a more effective system of sewer­ 
age and drainage. 1 was opposed to thu coil'll ruc­ 
tion of cross levees, and favored the construction of 
a levee system by the line if the river, at the cost cf 
the property reclaimed by such levee, but with the 
supervisory right of construction and repair in the 
hands of the city authorities. 
1 am in favor cf such a system of sewerage as the 
sanitary welfare of the city demands. 
I believe it 
to b - fe: si ble and economical to carry “ Burns’ 
slough "along the line of Thirty-first street, thus 
discharging it4 drainage below the city limits. 
If I 
am elected 1 shall make the accomplishment of all 
these reforms in our system of levees, sewemge and 
drainage the constant object of my adm inist.atnn. 
I have not sought and am not now seeking public 
station because of any desire for political preferment 
or mere political ambition. The office I hold waa 
conferred up*»ti me by the suffrages of my fellow 
mechanics and fellow laboring men. It found me 
at the bench of a mechanic, engaged in honest la­ 
bor. 
During my term of office I have devoted all 
the time I c »u!d spa»-e from official duty to industri­ 
ous application to my trade. I chu return wholly to 
my trade cheerfully, proud of the independence 
which industry, health and skill confers. 
In earnestly striving to administer the affairs of 
the city creditably 1 win not unco .scious of Lie 
obligation resting upon me to eo acqui* myself as to 
vindicate the ability and capacity of workingmen to 
fill any public station equally with the professional 
classes, to whom such st tions are usually accorded 
as if by prescriptive right. 
I * presenting my name to the public and claiming 
the suffrages of mv fellow-citizens, I only ask that 
which 1 shall freely acc ord to n y opponents, who­ 
ever they may he, to w it: a fair, m&nlv and candid 
consideration of my claims. And believing that I 
may rely upon that fairness and candor at the hands
